Citations D1-D3 each disclose nozzles for sealant cartridges with the nozzles having triangular cross 
sectioned profiles at the outlet and body to provide a corresponding shaped bead within the scope of claims 
1, 8 and 9. See figures 1 & 2 in Dl, figure 5 in D2 or figure 3 in D3 respectively. The further features 
defined in claim 10 are either explicitly disclosed (shoulder portion) or so commonplace that they would be 
. understood to inherently be disclosed (ribs to assist grip). 

Citation D4 discloses an adhesive dispenser (adhesives may also provide sealing) of arcuate shape to initially 
provide a corresponding shaped bead within the extruded material within the scope of claims 1, 4, 6, 7and 9. 

Consequently the subject matter of these claims 1, 4 and 6-10 is not new and is obvious and does not meet 
the requirements of Articles 33(2) and (3) of the PCT with regard to novelty and inventive step. 
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
